ATTACK 

U of A student 
charged after 
malware found

A University of Alberta student 
faces several cyber crime charges 
after malware was discovered on 
more than 300 universityowned 
computers. 

The university says on Nov. 
22 it found malware designed to 
steal users' campus computing 
ID on school computers, and that 
more than 3,300 foculty, staff and 
stridents are potentially affected. 

The ID gives university staff" 
and faculty access to everything 
from campus email to banking 
information for employees. 

Yibin Xu, 19, is dunged with 
mischief in relation to computer 
data, unauthorized use of com¬ 
puter services, fraudulently inter¬ 
cepting functions of a computer 
system and use of a computer 


system with intent to commit 
an offence. 

Edmonton police investigated 
after they were informed of a 
malware infection on the univer¬ 
sity's network in late November. 

According to an email sent to 
all staff and students J hursday. 
the university first found nuiT 
ware on 2S7 computers. 

Then, on Dec. ti, mal ware was 
found on another 17 comput¬ 
ers. which affected another 19 
students. 

The university said after the 
second discovery, its information 
technology department made 
ail 3,323 users who had used 
the infected computers, change 
their passwords. 

Gordie Mah, the university’s 
chief information security offi¬ 
cer said the malware would haw 
been installed by someone with 
physical access to the computers. 

He said the malware itself was 
quickly contained and removed. 

While Mahsuid malware is not 
uncommon, the scale and scope 
of this attack was unusual "It was 
a higher level of sophistication 
than is usually seen," he said.

GROWING PAINS 

Waiting for the Rogers Place boon 

With Earth's General Store warning of closure, Metro sees how other businesses on 104 Street are doing

Business owners on Edmonton's 104 Street 
have mixed emotions about commerce 
oil the strip, the centre of its narrative of 
downtown revitalization. 

Rogers Place and glitzy new develop¬ 
ments surround 104 Street Vet with news 
Wednesday that Earth's General Store 
will close its 101 Street location by July 
if its sales don't grow, Metro decided to 
take the pulse of one of Edmonton's most 
vital arteries. 

Crickets forever? 

Louis Hamel, co-owner of Careit Urban 
Deli, said his business dies after 2 p.m. 

“There is no traffic after that; there is 
nothing," Hamel said. “We do haw busy 
lunches, for sure. But after that, it's just 
crickets.” 

But down the street, in 
the shadow of Rogers Place, 

Mercer Tavern general man¬ 
ager Jeff Lesik said his pub 
is full on game nights and 
when there are events. 

“It sucks these small busi¬ 
nesses are dosing down be¬ 
cause there's just Rogers 
Place light now" he said. 

“Give it a couple of years 
and you're going to have a lot more.” 

Proponents of Rogers Place have said it 
will be a boon for business. The city says 
the arena has driven S2 billion in down¬ 
town investment. 

But is that boon leading to sales for alt 
the businesses’ along the street? Hamel 
said it isn't yet for CiLreiL which opened in 
April 2016. He had a sandwich and drink 
combo for Sf 0 on evenings before games 
to drum up business, but it didn't work. 

“It's not as busy as we thought it would 
be," he said. “J just don't think downtown 
is where it says it is. It might be the econ¬ 


omy, but J think the parking, too. is a 
problem — many people just don't want 
to pay for it. H 

Transition to something better? 

Brad K abler, co-owner of boutique'The 
Helm Clothing, says there’s more to suc¬ 
cess than foot traffic. 

“'The street is great, but it just takes 
more work than having a street front." he 
said, “ft’s about relationships, and giving 
customers reasons to come down here. 

J, l didn't expect to see great things hap¬ 
pen when the arena opened, but once there 
are more people living here, that will help." 

Ian O'Donnell, executive director of the 
Downtown Business Association, said KM 
Street is in transition, with new residen¬ 
tial buildings opening up. 

“The hope ls visitors see 
other retail and offerings 
downtown and, the next 
time they come by, they 
shop or pop in that night” 
Still, O'Donnell said it's 
a tough time for businesses 
across Edmonton thanks 
to the lagging economy. 
Kuna Devitt, co-owner of 
Blue Plate Diner, which has 
been a 104 Street icon for 13 years, said 
she’s noticed the effects of the economic 
downturn. 

“I think people imagined there would 
be this explosion of business once Rogers 
Place opened, and 1 think it will just take 
time before we see more and more people 
trying out businesses,” she said.

Union wins lawsuit 
against regulator

The union representing; Alberto 
emergency first responders 
hits won a Lawsuit against the 
Alberta College nf Paramedics. 

A judge ruled the college 
can’t require members to 
disclose health information 
through registration forms. 

The Health Sciences As¬ 
sociation of Alberta (HSAA) 
launched the lawsuit in De¬ 
cember, 2015, after the college 
declined to renew the license 
of one £MS member who had 
reported they were diagnosed 
and treated for post traumatic 
stress disorder. 

After that incident, the HSAA 
found the ACP had been ask¬ 
ing members to disclose legal 
and medical issues, resulting 
in some delays or denials for 
registrations. 

“We take the invasion of 


privacy mto our members 
very seriously. It was funda¬ 
mentally wrong," said HSAA 
vice-president Trudy Thomson. 
"Getting your license affects 
your ability to w r ork and that 
is why we got involved." 

Jn the lawsuit, the HSAA 
argued the college had over¬ 
stepped its authorities by 
changing forms without the 
go-ahead from Alberta's Minis¬ 
ter of Health. However, the ACP 
argued the matter was moot be 
cause the college moved from 
the Health Disciplines Act to 
the Health IVofessions Act. 

Becky Donelon, deputy regis¬ 
trar w r ith the ACP, said the col¬ 
lege is still determining what 
it will do next, and can appeal 
the decision if it wants. 

According to a memo by 
HSAA President Mike Parker, 
the judge in the case ruled 
the information asked by the 
college was outside of what’s 
appropriate for a registration 
form.

After a stop-and-go start last 
January, in which the airline had 
to suspend customer bookings 
until a licensing dispute was re¬ 
solved with the Canadian Trans¬ 
portation Agency (CTA), it finally 
launched again in June 2016-. 

Problems arose over the 
holidays for the airline, which 
provides "ultra-low cost” travel 
options for Canadians, when 
numerous flights were cancelled 


resulting in major delays — some 
as long as 17 hours. 

David Atkins, director ofcom- 
mercial operations for flair Air, 
which NewLeaf contracts to pro¬ 
vide airplanes, said the issues 
New Year’s Eve night were the 
result ofa”perfect storm," includ¬ 
ing two out-of-commission de¬ 
icing machines and bad weather. 

Atkins said they're conducting 
a full investigation, adding that 
“we definitely needed some bet¬ 
ter communication."

Trinity deal puts group out of the picture

'Trinity Christian School As¬ 
sociation is back in business 
— but this time without the 
controversial WISDOM Home 
Schooling Society. 

Back in October, the home- 
schooling association was 
shut down by the province 
after they alleged the group 
poc keted nearly $1 million tax¬ 
payer dollars from Alberta Edu¬ 
cation that was meant to fund 
the education of thousands of 


students. Trinity's registration 
and accreditation as a private 
school operator was cancelled. 

A deal reached between Al¬ 
berta Education and Trinity 
Christian School Association 
means additional oversight 
of operations, and stability for 
more than 3,500 students, ac¬ 
cording to the province — but 
it also means WISDOM will no 
longer be involved in any of 
the governance or financial 
involvement in the education 
of students. 

In a news release, the prov¬ 
ince said the agreement tiled in 
a Grand Prairie court Thursday 


is the end of the legal battle 
between Alberta Education 
and Trinity. 

Education Minister David 
Eggen said they will appoint 
a financial administrator, for 
at least a year, to help Trin¬ 
ity’s board of directors in de¬ 
veloping financial policies and 
practices that meet taxpayer 
expectations. The administra¬ 
tor will also have oversight 
over public funding directed 
to Trinity 

“Our priority has been en¬ 
suring that the funding we 
provide for education is being 
used to support students. We 


believe that today's agreement 
achieves this goal. It also en¬ 
sures stability for more than 
3.500 Alberta students," he 
said. “1 stand behind the ac¬ 
tions we have taken in this 
matter and officials will now 
move to assisting Trinity with 
developing governance and 
accounting practices that are 
at the standard expected by 
Alberta taxpayers.” 

Justice Minister Kathleen 
Ganiey echoed these senti¬ 
ments at a press conference 
Thursday and said the admin¬ 
istrator will play a vital role in 
ensuring funds reach students. 
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mmim

Alberta issues carbon tax rebate cheques 


The next stage of AUbertTs carbon 
plan is under way. with carbon 
tax rebate cheques arriving to 
low and middle-income families. 

Depute- premier Sarah Hoff¬ 
man said Thursday the rebate 
should offseE the costs of the 
new carbon tax for many fam¬ 
ilies, and perhaps leave a bit of 
money left over. 

“By taking some simple steps 
to increase energy efficiency, 
things like using energy efficient 
light bulbs (and) low-flow shower 
heads, you’re not only helping 


our environment but you're also 
saving yourself some money " 
said Hoffman, who made the 
announcement al an lid mon- 
ton home.. 

A single adult earning up to 
$47,500 per year will receive 
a rebate of $200. and a couple 
making a maximum combined 
S95.00Q per year will get 5300. 

Parents that qualify wilt also 
get tip to $30 per child, to a max¬ 
imum of four: 

Rebates will rise in 20 IS. in 
tandem with the carbon levy, to 


5300 for singles. $450 for couples 
and £45 per child. 

full rebates wit! go to an esti¬ 
mated 60 per cent of Albertans. 
Partial rebates go to another six 
percent. 

Ihe other third — those who 
make more than £51,250 a year 
— receive no rebate at all. 

The rebates are calculated 
and disbursed based on income 
tax returns. 

The money is to offset the 
costs of the new carbon tax, 
which is hiking the price of gas 


at the pumps and home heat¬ 
ing bills. 

The carbon tax is 4.5 cents 
per litre on gas and just over 
five cents a litre on diesel. Nat¬ 
ural gas goes up by 51.0II per 
gigajoule. 

The government estimates 
that direct and indirect costs of 
the tax will be 5443 for the aver¬ 
age family this year. Opposition 
parties say the true cost will be 
double that or more as the tax 
flows through the economy.

Here’s an eerily good oppor¬ 
tunity: The City of Edmonton 
will give one artist the chance 
of a lifetime, to work among 
the dead. 

The Edmonton Arts Council 
has put out a call for applica¬ 
tions to be the first artist-in- 
residence hosted by City of 
Edmonton Cemeteries. 

The chosen artist will get 
to work on art in local cem¬ 
eteries as a full-time job for 
six months, with a primary 
studio space on the second 
floor of a building at Mount 
Pleasant. 

While some might find 
the space unnerving, Teena 
Changarathil, supervisor of 
cemetery sales and operations 
with the city, said it could be 
inspiring. 

“It's very historic, A lot of 


what we do with cemeteries 
is we have beautiful parkland, 
and it's really a warm and 
inviting place," Changarathil 
said. 

“Once you get past the in¬ 
itial cemetery pari of it and 
actually focus in on the area 
and the work that we do and 
our staff and the customers 
that we work with on a regu¬ 
lar basis, the sombreness kind 
of fades away and the comfort 
and connections and history 
comes to light." 

Some bodies buried in 
Mount Pleasant cemetery: at 
54 Avenue and 106 Street, 
date back to the ISOQs. 

The building that houses 
the studio space sits on one 
of the city's highest geograph¬ 
ical points, and also holds 
administrative offices and 
niches for cremated remains. 

The selected artist will de¬ 
velop — sorry, we have to 
— a body of w r ork through¬ 
out their residency and will 
showcase their final products 
with an exhibition at an un¬ 
determined location. 

They will also engage with 
staff by offering art work¬ 
shops and other interactive 
projects. 

Feb. 1 is the application 
deadline.

Blood transfusions are a miracle of modern 
medicine. Before the science of blood typing 
became accurate and reliable in the 20th century 
there wasn't much of anything to be done for 
someone who needed blood. But there's still a 
perplexing problem —transfusions require an 
endless supply of healthy human volunteers willing 
to donate, Soon, that coulo change. In 2017. a British 
clinical trial is going to transfuse volunteers with 
synthetic blood for the first time. Because the blood 
cells are grown from donated stem cells, it might 
be more accurately called engineered or lab-grown 
blood. Whatever we call it. it coufd revolutionize 
medical care for people whoVe suffered from 
bleeding or bleeding disorders.

After Jun Ing performed as a 
lion dancer for the first time in 
Vancouver's Chinese New Year 
parade in the 1980s, he remem¬ 
bers wishing it had lasted longer. 

Ing was dazzled by the crowds 
that tame out to watch the trad¬ 
itional ait form, in which cos¬ 
tumed performers mimic the 
movements of lions, as welt as 
the 'lucky money” in red en¬ 
velopes he collected from mer¬ 
chants. 

Now decades later, his 17-war- 
old son, Angus Ing, gets the same 
thrill from dancing through the 
streets of the city's vibrant China¬ 
town every year. 

“Initially he was kind of reluc¬ 
tant," said jun ing with a chuckle. 
“But when he saw that a lot of 
people were interested in lion 
dancing and the crowds and 
whatnot, he got inspired by it" 

The father is the chief coHor- 
dinator of the annual parade, 
officially titled the Chinatown 


Spring Festival Parade, as well 
as the vice-president of the Chi¬ 
nese Benevolent Association of 
Vancouver. 

This year's parade, kicking 
off the Year of the Rooster, is 
set to take place jail. 29. featur¬ 
ing multicultural dance troupes, 
marching bands and martial arts 
performances, it has become a 
significant annual event in the 
city, drawing more than 100,000 
spectators last year. 

The event also boasts the 
largest assembly of traditional 
lion dance teams in Canada. The 
colourful performers are meant 
to ward off evil spirits, and they 
stop at stores along the parade 
route to retrieve envelopes of 
cash and bring the businesses 
good fortune. 

Jun hig said the Hoy Ping Be¬ 
nevolent Association of Canada 
lion dancer team has performed 
in the parade for about 10 years.
